CADIZ, Spain. Aug. 20 «V-The- 


official death toll in the Cadiz ar- 
senal explosion of a Naval toroedo 
and mine factory climbed to 168 
today, but, the count was known to 
be incomplete- It appeared that 
complete figures on casualties would 
not be tallied soon, if ever. 


While Mayor Francisco Sanchez 


Cossio estimated that the death toll 
probably would reach 200, with 4000 
injured, the official Spanish news 
agency, Cifra, said the injured to- 
taled "only 2000. The first figures 
yet carried by this agency also plac- 
ed the probable death list at 200. 


Many of the seriously injured who 


died in hospitals in neighboring 
cities had not been counted in the 
official list of 1S8. 


The bodies of many others had 


been taken away by friends or rela- 
tives a* they were found, without 
being counted officially. 


The first mass funeral services, at- 


tended by top government officials. 


were held at noon today lor 113 
victims killed i:i the explosion Mon- 
dav liigiil which shook down many 
structures and set lires causing other 
large loss of life- 


Fifteen unidentified bodies were 


being held in the morgue, while 
manv others had been- identified 
tentatively by bits of clothing or 
personal possessions.
